It is pitiable to see delicate ladies stand- 
ing in the bleak winds that are almost 
always sweeping through the cemetery In 
winter, shivering witn cold and contract- 
ing disease. It should be remembered, 
alBo, that, when under stress of the ner- 
vous excitement attending funeral occa- 
sions, the physical frame is especially 
liable to suffer from unaccustomed expo- 
sure. The ordeal at such time is cruel 
in the extreme. 

But, in addition to this, the culmina- 
tion of the horror that surrounds death 
is reached when the clods rattle down 
upon the coffin that contains the form we 
love. Who has not felt at such a time as 
though every clod were striking upon 
the heart ? There is some excuse, per- 
haps, in the rude grave>ard in the 
country where the hands of friends must 
perforce, complete the rites of burial and 
turtesy seemsto require that the mourn- 
ers shall recognize their kindness by re- 
maining. Even this is questionable, but 
the city's well-appointed cemetery, 
with its paid employes, then can be no 
tin and no excuse for adding horror 
to horror.
